Standard Khaki. 


The many people who have com- 
| mented on the variety of shades of 
khaki that are seen in the streets 
can have no idea of the difficulties 
experienced by manufacturers in ob- 
taining a uniform blend, especially 
when the demand was at its height. 
Standard khaki !s a mixture of five 
different shades—dark olive, lHght 
olive, dark blue, light blue, and 
white. The exact proportions are, 
of course, a secret, 

The gigantic scale of army tallor- 
ing naturally makes it impossible to 
ensure that a whole garment should 
come from one plete, and unless the 
shade were standardized the result 
would be a coat of many colors, © It 
Is open secret that at the out- 
break of the war the authorities were 
not very severe upon divergences 
from the standard color, so long as 
the quality was satisfactory. 

Now that the standard Is more vig- 
orously appiled a number of urgent 
technical problems are coming into 
prominence, For instance, there is 
the difficulty of blending worsted so 
as to avoid color bars in the weft. 
A number of worsted firms, however, 
have already solved thia dificulty, 
and the result is a khaki of atandard 
shade which will wear for ever,

Farther north of the middle Styr the Russians cleared the 
Germans out of the cemtery of Czartorysk, and pursuing them, 
made further progress. : 

Fighting has become more lively on the front between the 
Gulf of Riga and the’Pripet River, where at various points there 
has been infantry firing and reconnaissance clashes. The Ger- 
mans are using expanding bullets in the Riga section.

How a Coal Fire Protects Itdelf, 
A curious way in which a fire ip the 
heart of a coal ple keeps itself from 
being put out is noted in a mining 
journal Such fires often start in the 
interior of large piles of coal owing 
to heat developed by slow oxidation, 
which is prevented by the size of the 
Pile from escaping into the air. Such 
fires are difficult to put out owing to 
the fact that the burning mass turns 
the coal around it into coke, which ts 
nearly impervions to water. The pile 
may thus be thoroughly drenched with- 
out putting out the fre, which it never 
really reaches, The only way to deal 
with the situation is to drive into the 
pile a sharpened iron pipe long enough 
to reach the burning coal and then to 
couple a hose to the upper end and 
turn on the water,

Twe Distant Suns. 

The nearest star to the earth ts, as 
far as known at present, Alpha Cen- 
‘tauri, in the southern hemisphere. It 
is a double star, consisting of two suns, 
each about as massive as our sun and 
slightly brighter, revolving around each 
other in a period somewhat more than 
eighty years at a mean distance apart 
of about 1,000 million miles. 

But the orbit is so eccentric that at 
One polnt in the rerolution the two 
suns are not farther apart than’ the 
distance between Jupiter and our sun, 
while at the opposite pofht they are 
nearly as far apart as the distance of 
Uranus from the sun. Thus the two 
suns im Alpha Centauri rush around 
their common center of gravity, now 
Sweeping nearer to each other and now 
farther apart. all their crolutions be-

A patent has been taken out On a new ap- 
parates for disinfecting household premises af- 
ter ‘some member of the family has suffered 
from contagious disease. The new machine in 
action will look something like one of the, big 
vacuum cleaners used by cleaning companies 
in which the engine stands in the front yard 
and the vacuum hose is led through a window.

General Alexeff is a studions man. 
He works hard, and for many years 
he was a professor in the military 
academies of Petrograd, Moscow, and 
Nicolaieff. In his mannera he is 
democratic, and in addition to being 
popular in the army he has close 
contact with the leading spirits of 
the now dissolved duma, which, after 
all, represents the Russicn people 
better than the autocratic govern- 
ment. 

His military career dates from the 
Russo-Turkish war in 1877-8, when 
Russia tried to break her way 
through to the Golden Horn {n vain. 
Young Alexeff had been graduated 
from the Military academy at Moscow 
in 1874 as a sub-lieutenant; and dur- 
ing tire war with the Turks he was 
wounded three times. In 1490 he 
was attached to the general staff. 

In the war with Japan he was one 
of those whose reputations were en- 
hanced rather than the contrary. He 
was in command of the Third army 
in Manchuria, and the Japanese re- 
cognized: him as a worthy opponent, 
When the war was over the Czar 
gave him a jeweled sword as a mark 
of his regard. It had not been Alex- 
offs’ fauit that things had gone 
wrong.

“It may interest you to know that 
I have here, fighting under my or- 
ders, a pu Jewish unit.

The men who com- 
pose it were cruelly driven out of 
Jerusalem by the Turks and arrived 
in Egypt with their families absolute- 
ly destitute and starving.

Stamps as Moncy. 

The shortage of small coin for 
change has been the cause of an in- 
teresting innovation in Russia, ‘ To 
meet the difficulty postage stamps 0} 
the value of ten, Sfteen, and twenty 
kopecks have, since October Ist, been 
in use as paper money. At the same 
time they can be used for postage, 
but they are printed on stouter paper 
and have an overpri. the back in 
black which denotes the new use to 
which they have been put. It is not 
intended to keep them in use for 
long, and currency notes for these 
small values are being prepared. 

This {s not the Orst time a Govern- 
meni has resorted to this expedient. 
About forty-five years ago the current 
postage-stamp designs formed the 
central portion of the five, ten, fif- 
teen, and twenty cent bank-notes in 
use in the Republic, of Uruguay. 
There is also-shown a new ‘ “war 
stamp” from New Zealand. The cur- 
rent %d. stamp with head of King 
George is overprinted with the words 
“war stamp” and two stars. It is 
used in reality as a war tax in addi- 
tion tg the ordinary postage.

Belgium Wants Aid 


Canada provides only practical relief

The former cannot be expect. | 
el to do much in the way of relief of 
the imminent starvation: facing the 
Belgian women, children and bon- 
combatants having no motive beyand 
the bond of humanity. Canada, how- 
ever, realizes that 18 a pact of the 
Empire, she has a debt to pay to Bel. 
gium. 

This debt can only be partially paid 
by sending Belgium wheat, which is 
the one food product most needed. 
Canadians as British subjects, have 
not forgotten the dark days of Aug- 
ust 1014, when the sturdy little Bel- 
gian army held back the tide of\Ger. 
man invaders while Erance and“Eng- 
land prepared themselves to meet the 
onslaught. Canadians cannot bring 
back the brave men who fell in those 
first battles of the war, but they can 
and have taken a share in looking 
after their women and children, 

When the first request for assist. 
ance was made the Belgian Relief 
Committee of Montreal received such 
4 response that five ships were loaded 
with cargees of foodstuffs and cloth. 
ing for the Belgians, That wag 
months ago, 

Now that the winter is on, a scene 
fraught with pity is being enacted in 
Belgium. The long bread lines are 
increasidg and the huge soup kitchens 
are becoming crowded with women 
and children, seeking enough to fill 
their stomachs and drive away the 
chill of starvation and poor clothing, 
The wolf of hunger drives them to 
the one source of relief, the commun- 
al distribution stations. 

Imininent starvation for uéarly sey- 
en million people has brought about 
4“ reorganization of the work of the 
Belgian Relief Committee in’ Canada. 
Its Montreal office has resumed activ- 
ity. Formerly gifts of flour were 
made in carload lots. Now the com- 
mittee asks only the equivalent in 
inoney'or bays of flour or wheat. 
Bot it asks for many. One bag of 
flour will keep'a Belgian family alive 
a mouth, — may save one innucent 
victim of the war from eternity.

We went 
along 80 smoothly that'this splendidly 
constructed railway might have beer 
ity years ols Next morning © we 
vere at Prince George, and we follow- 
ed the Fraser River with mountains 
on both sides five thousand to seven 
thousand feet high, lovely gorges here

® rich golden yellow, and these, wit! 
an occasional spruce, added to the 
beauty of the landscape. For milee 
this solld bed of coloring continued, 
reminding me of the purple heather- 
clad, mountains of Scotland and 
Wales, but even more brilliant We 
hada passing view of Mount Robson, 
the highest mountain In the Canadian 
Rockies. We saw the ribbed sides of 
the giant up to his shoulers, about 
10,000 feet, the crest of the peak, up 
another 3,700 feet, belng hidden in 
clouds, s 

Mount Robson Is the centrepiece of 
Mount Robson Park, a beautiful re- 
sérve under the controi of the Brit- 
ish Columbia Government. East of 
this, and just across the boundary line 
of Alberta, lies Jasper Park, a national 
reserve which has a most picturesque 
lake, declared by travellers to exceed 
in beauty any similar lake In the Can- 
adian Rookies. Jasper Park will be 
& great attraction to travellers over 
this splendid road, to break their 
Journey and to enjoy Alpine scenery 
of the finest character. We passed 
through Jasper Park at the end of 
our second day’s rail journey from 
Prince Rupert. Next morning we 
were In Edmonton, and in the fine 
city of Saskatoon In the evening. 

From Winnipeg east over the new 
Transcontinental line the country was 
very interesting to me, with Its many 
settlements, around which were lo- 
cated the clearings of new farms. 
Passing through the northern parts of 
old Ontario, via North Bay and Mus- 
koka Lakes, with charming lake and 
wooded scenery, we arrived at Toron- 
to at 12.05 noon on time, five days 
after leaving the Pacific Ocean a! 
Prince Rupert. Thus ended one of 
the mrost enjoyable trips I have eve: 
experienced,

German Soldiers Depressed. 

In the Ypres district, the German 
soldier is in a state of deep depres- 
sion. There are many signs. Little 
bodies of deserters have become 
much more frequent. The saying in 
elvilian Germany that “no one comes 
back from Ypres” prevails in the 
ranks, and eveh 
remarks shouted from the trencheg 
indicate a state of disgust. The wea- 
ther and fearful state of some of the 
trenches are in part the cause of this, 
but the real reason is the supply of 
artillery and munitions. ¥ 

The German is now obviously be- 
ginning to feel that the balance has 
changed and his inferiority is likely 
to be anent. It is not well to 
lay ovef much stress on a few deser- 
tions or the confessiqns of deserters, 
or even on the absence of offensive 
movements. 

But it remains that a wave of deep 
depression is over many Germans in 
the trenches of one wide and import- 
ant district, and our men were never 
more cheerful, in spite of snow and 
slush and cold and rotting sandbags 
and frequent landslips,
